Music in Schools. 

A number of our contemporaries on 
tho other side of Rocky Mountains liavo 
been good enough to compliment 
tho Board of Education of British Co- 
lumbia upon their musical proclivities. 
Tho St. John, N. B., "Telegraph,"for 
example says, — "The British Columbia 
Board of Education strongly favors 
the proposition for making musical in- 
struction a branch of the public school 
exercises. Tho Board is right." Wo 
would be glad if tho compliment 
conveyed by our contemporary were de- 
served, believing, as we do, that the in- 
troduction of music into the common 
schools of the country would he atton- 
ed with highly beneficial results, oven 
if it should be carried no further than 
the singing of a suitable hymn at tho 
opening and closing of the ordinary 
e-iercises. Of course, to make music a 
regular branch of instruction in tho 
uchools would bo infinitely bettor. It is 
not nececrsary that we should expatiate 
upon tho softening and benificent in- 
flenceof music— its soothing, charming 
influence— even on "tho savage breast. 
Nor does it seem necessary to remind 
the reader that very many of the 
youth of this country arc little likely to 
have an opportunity of cultivating 
their musical powe rs or gratifying their 
musical tastes elsewhere than at school. 
If the grand object of education be to 
make men good as well as wise, shall 
we neglect tho cultivation of t : e 
powers implanted in the human soul, 
and capable, when properly directed, 
of exerting such a marvelous influence 
for good V Our own great poet hath 
said of music: 

"The man that hath no mueia in himself. 
And in not mov'd with the concord of sweet sounds, 
Is fit for treasons, stratagems, and spoils;— 
Lot no man tnmt him! " 

The State has undertaken tho educa- 
tion of tho young, both from a sense 
of duty and policy; and if Shakspearo's 
estimate of the influence and value of 
music be not greatly exaggerated, tho 
State is committing an egregious orror 
in omitting it from the course of stud- 
ies and exercises. Pope says of it: 

"Music the fiercest grief can charm, 
And fate's severest rage disarm, 
Music can soften pain to ease, 
And make despair and madness please; 
Our joys below it can improve, 
And antedate the bliss above." 

Shall the youth of the country — hoys 
and girls — be taught in all the other 
branches, and this best gift of Heaven 
left dormant and neglected '? AVe have 
said we would be glad if the Board of 
Education were deserving of the com- 
pliment conveyed in the above extract ; 
but certain information has come to 
our knowledge respecting the action 
of the Board which would lead us to 
fear that they are not such warm ad- 
vocates of music in schools as could be 
wished. 



Dominion Mail Summary. 

A barn belonging to Mr. H. Sheridan, 
of tho Township of Emily, County of 
Victoria, Out. , was struck by lightning 
and over 1, QUO bushels of grain con- 
sumed. There was no insurance. 

This year 15,000 tuns of ore hasbeen 
shipped to Cleveland via the Rideau 
Canal from Ironsides. It is supposed 
that Hull ore could even be shipped to 
England with a profit, while charcoal 
irofi, manufactured here, would pay 
cent per cent. The mine is said to be 
practically inexhaustible. 

Mr. Jams' party of tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway Survey, which left 
Winnipeg in tho middle of Juno for 
Eagle Lake, have made fifty miles of 
Exploratory Survey, finding a very good 
line on whicli tho work will be con- 
siderably lighter than on that surveyed 
last fall on the shore of tho Lake of 
the Wood. Tho party are all in 
good health, though much troubled by 
flies, which are said to be thicker this 
year than for several summers past. 
Tho boat lias been intense, averaging 94 
in the shade. 

The band of Indians who recently 
received their annuities have returned 
to Winnipeg with a big budget of de- 
marks upon the Indian Commissioner. 
Amongst other things, they demand 
tho establishment of English schools 
amongst them; also that they shall be 
provided with cattle, sheep, pigs and 
poultry, and a person who shall teach 
them the uses and care of these animals. 
They also require houses for themselves 
and say, that as they cannot send their 
children to school without clothing, 
they look for the Government to clothe 
their children until such time as they 
raise wool enough to manufacture it for 
themselves. 



A malt dealer of Geneva, N, Y. , was 
one of the victims of the Metis disaster. 
Soon afterjthe following letter came for 
him from a customer: J. H. Furguson; 
Dear Sir — Please send mo a car-load of 
malt, best quality. I noticed in the 
papers that there was a man killed by 
the name of J. H. Ferguson, Geneva, 
N. Y., by an accident on a steamboat. 
If there is any truth in it, and you can- 
not send mo the malt, let me know by 
telegram and oblige " 



A jjItttjE five-year-old boy was being 
instructed in morals by his grandmother. 
Tho old lady told him that nil such tornm 
sh "by golly," "by jingo'" "by thunder," 
eto., wore only little oaths, and but little 
better than other profanities. In foot, 
she said, ho could tell a profane oath by 
the prefix "by." All such were oaths. 
"Well then, grandmother," said tho little 
hopeful, "Is 'by telegraph,' which I boo 
in tho newspapers, swearing ?" "No," 
paid tho old lady, "that's only lying." 



The Cape Diamond Fields. 

Tho British Lieutenant-Governor of 
this place, in a dispatch to tho Foreign 
QJIico in London, dated on the 8th of last 
March, on tho subject of affairs at Natal 
remarks that it has become a ques- 
tion of considerable interest, and 
ouo in tho reply to which tho Colony 
is very deeply concerned, what 
is to bo tho effect upon its fortune — for 
good or for evil — of tho discovery of the 
diamond fields on tho Vaalltiver V This 
discovery has drawn a numerous popula- 
tion to a tract of country which in itself 
offers no inducement, either of soil or 
climate, to settlers. Tho migration from 
the Cape Provinces, from Natal, and from 
the Orange Freo States and Transvaal ter- 
ritories has been followed by one which 
scorns likely to bo of larger dimensions, 
from England, Australia and elsotvliero. 
It was as first feared that, as in tho caso 
of tho over-vaunted discoveries of gold in 
1809, thero would ho a rapid reflux of tho 
stream of immigration, but as yet no signs 
have been exhibited of the success obtain- 
ed being on tho wane. Tho area of search 
is extending, tho quantity of the gems 
found is ever on the increase, and their 
quality, if anything, is improving. It is 
difficult to state the value of tho dia- 
monds exported through tho Colony, so 
many have been carried away undeclared 
by passengers by tho homeward steamers. 
The records of tho Durban Custom House 
only give £18,075 as tho total value of tho 
gems exported in 1870, but for tho first 
ton months of 1871 tho returns stand at 
§170,280. 

A CoNujiDiiN.M in Itself. — Ouo of the 
best dressed and most brilliant young men 
in Chicago, who parts his hair in the mid- 
dle, essayed to delight a seloot party of 
ladies and gentlemen last evening by a 
few Hashes of wit. Tho most noticeable 
scintillation of his wit was a connuudrum: 
"Haw — " said ho, "when is a lady not a 
lady?" Nobody could toll, and the pro- 
pounder of the conundrum gave the an- 
swer. "When she's a little buggy," he 
said. A dead silence fell on theconipany, 
and the funny man was tho focus of many 
singular glances.

So ho dived into a vest-pocket brought 
out a newspaper scrap, read it attentively 
three or four times, and then brightened 
up.

From Qtialicuixs. to Alberni. 

Lnst session tho Jjogislatnre voted two 
thousand four hundred dollars for the 
purpose of opening communication be- 
tween Nanaimo and Alberni, on Barclay 
Sound. The work of constructing the 
trail from tho mouth of the Quolicum 
river on the Strait of Georgia to tho 
head of Alberni Canal was completed 
solno timo since, under tho immediate 
superintendence of Mr. Cameron, of Og- 
den Point. Inasmuch as tho country 
through which the trail passes is but lit- 
tle known, such information as we are 
enabled to give may prove interesting to 
the readers of this journal. The distance- 
between Qiialicum mouth and the head of 
Alberni (Jamil is about twenty-live miles. 
Tho trail or Bridle-path is eight feet wide 
and tolerably graded wherever the surface 
is ui'ovon. There is a considerable area 
of rich land at the month of Qnalicum 
river. For the first seven miles or so the 
country over which the trail passes is 
level; soil light and Bandy; timber burn- 
ed; occasional patches of good soil. Now 
Home's Lake (named after Mr. Home, of 
Comox) is reached. This is a beautiful, 
clear water lake, fed by streams from tho 
mountains, and well stocked with excel- 
lent salmon-trout of good-size, and which 
rise readily to tho fly. It ja about six jmiles 
in length and varying from three-quarters 
to a mile in width. TheQuulieuui, a very 
pretty stream which debouches, as we 
hnvo seen in the, Strait of Georgia, forms 
its sole outlet. Tho margin of the lake 
is meagre and presents but little scope 
for agricultural or pastoral pursuits. 
About midway rises a mountain to an al- 
titudo of about three thousand feet, with 
tho side towards the lake absolutely per- 
pendicular, showing an exposed face of 
beautiful white marble, in places inter- 
mixed with a greyish color. This marble 
face is exposed to a height of probably 
' two thousand feet. Passing this marble 
mountain and diverging from the line of 
the lake, good, rich, yet for the most part, 
heavily timbered land is reached. The 
principal tributary to tho lake, n consider- 
able stream of great beauty is crossed. 
On either side of this stream are rich Hats 
of considerable extent, a lovely spot for 
settlement. Leaving this silvery river 
and its lovely banks, you ascend gradu- 
* ally until the summit is reached 
T-'At.iv probable altitude of two thousand 
feet. An easy grade leads down to rich 
alder bottom, abounding in beaver-dams, 
anil a luxuriant growth of nuterative 
grasses, wild clover, etc., affording good 
pasturage, Thence to Alberni the soil is 
good with abundant feed for herbivor- 
ous animals. At Alberni one Taylor has a 
trading post and a ranch, with about one 
hundred head of cattle in ttno condition. 
Hi.-: trade is altogether with the Indians, 
and ho says he has not seen a white wo- 
man for eight years. Although the com- 
pletion of ihis trail, opens communication 
between tho month of Qnalicum river and 
Alberni, there is still a link wanted in 
order to establish communication between 
the latter place and Nanaimo. That link 
is twenty-two miles of tho old Comox road 
lying between the mouth of Qnalicum 
river and Englishman's river, and which 
has become so overgrown and filled with 
fallen timber as to be quite i ui passable— 
scarcely recognizable, in fact. We learn 
that the opening of the trail to Alberni 
has already resulted in a number of per- 
sons going into that country to take up 
land; and there is no reason to doubt the 
utility of the expenditure. As to the value 
of the marble adverted to, we would not 
oven venture an opinion. Its commercial 
vnluo must depend upon the quality of 
the stone, and the facilities for sending it 
to market. In almost every instance w hero 
tried, prospects of fine gold wore obtain- 
ed from the beds of Btroanis; bill nowhere 
was it found in quantities calculated to 
disturb the equanimity of the workmen, 
nor did any of tho trail-makers go out of 
tho way in' search of gold. Coal and cop- 
per were also met with, of which more 
will likely be heard erelong. 

Dying.— Mrs. Webster, tho subject of a 
communication in these columns, a few 
days back, as having been refused admit- 
tance to tho Royal Hospital, lias been kept 
alive by the kind and gratuitous attend- 
ance of Mrs. Ceo. Richardson, of the Vic- 
toria Hotel, in a small shanty near ttcy- 
ward's lumber yard. Her benefactress 
fuii. ling that she required constant atten- 
tion such as she, with a large family, is 
unable" to give, applied to His Worship 
the Mayor yesterday for assistance for 
her, The Mayor found the poor woman 
almost dying and in o fearful state. Ho 
immediately took upon himself the re- 
sponsibility of removing hoi* to comfort- 
able quarters and providing a BUrse for 
her. 

FbomPobtIiAND. — Tho propeller Cali- 
fornia arrived from Portland at 7 ]>. m. 
last ovening with a few passengers— among 
whom were Dr. Tolinie and sou. Sllfl 
left Portland on Thursday last, Oct. 10th, 
and arrived at Port Townsond at 7 p. m. 
on Saturday the 12th, andcalled at Seat- 
He gteilaooom and Olympia. On her 
■way down the Sound she was delayed 
some time at Steilacoom by a dense fog, 
and was detained .some time also in the 
Straits on her way to this port from the 
same cause. She brought about DO tons 
of freight, mostly flour am] apples, and n

Another San Juan ! — Tho Duluth 
"Horold'' says: — "Our attention has boon 
called to a matter to which it would bo 
well for tho American portion of the boun- 
dary commissioners to pay some attention. 
It is this: Under tho Treaty of tho Ghent, 
the line dividing the two countries is laid 
down as following certain direct water 
courses; but, what is known as the Ash- 
burtonTroaty.this was not, faithfully done. 
What is at present known as Hunter's Is- 
land — a strip of valuable mineral land, 
about as large as the State of Delaware — 
has, under the latter Treaty, been claimed 
as British territory, but unjur.tly so, for 
tho direct, uninterrupted water course 
lies north of this island, and not south, as 
was generally believed. Tho water-course 
to the south, and which is now looked up- 
on as tho line, is an interrupted one, whilst 
that to the north of it is perfect, without 
a break. Old explorers, who have been 
over the ground repeatedly, have given us 
this information, and wo make it public 
for tho benefit of thoso who will shortly 
bo engaged in laying down tho boundary 
line between tho two nations." 

"Centbaii Pacific." — Such is tho name 
of the handsome young bull brought into 
this Province last evening by Dr. Tolmie, 
so called from tho circumstance of its 
having been calved on tho cars of the 
Central Pacific Railway. "CentralPacific" 
was sired in England by the roan bull 
Bismark (25,637) , bis dam being "Acacia," 
imported into Canada in 1871 by Mr, 
Cochrane, of Hillhurst Farm, Compton, 
to whoso stock operations allusion was 
made at considerable length in these 
columns a few days ago. "Central Pacific" 
is tho lenial descendant of "Blyth Comet" 
(85), twelvo generations removed. Ho 
was the property of Mr. S. G. Reed, Port- 
land, Oregon, and carried off the first 
prize for bull calvos at the State Fair.hold 
at Salem this year. His present owner 
bought him from Mr. Reed for one thou- 
sand dollars, — certainly a great bargain, 
should he bo spared to attain maturity. 
Wo congratulate Dr. Tolmie and the Pro- 
vince upon the safe arrival of this valuable 
animal. 

Have yon not felt, smelt and almost 
seen tho stench that has pervaded tho 
lower part of tho town for tho past three 
days ? A searching, indescribable odour, 
A horrid, penetrating, obstrusivo malaria.

Where 
is the Mayor ? Where is the Board of 
Health. 'Why don't they nose out this 
evil visitor and impound quarantine 
it? Send the bills to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment or pay them out of the civic re- 
venue; but at any risk and expense, gen- 
tlemen, suppress this intolerable, malari- 
ous, poisonous nuisance, or the people 
will suppress you. 



The Canadian Pacific Railway. — The 
St. John, N.B., "Telegraph" of a late date 
says: — Dr. Tupper and Mr. Tilleyloft St. 
Andrews yesterday for Ottawa. They are 
to meet their colleagues on arrival, and 
*>isist in disposing of tho contract for the 
Canada Paolfio Railroad, a little matter of 
one hundred millions of dollars or there- 
abouts. The two rival companies desir- 
ous of building tho road, have, it is under- 
stood, been amalgamated, and are now 
prepared to treat with the Government. 

Exotjbsioh. — Tho steamer Maudo, Cupt. 
Holmes, will sail at 7 this morning for 
Maple Bay with a large number of per- 
sons who intend visiting the Agricultural 
Show there. A band of music will aeeom 
pany the party, The Maude will retur- 
to-night.

Starving England- 

A GLOOMY PROSPECT IN GREAT BRITAIN — NO 
MEAT, NO POTATOES, NO BREAD, NO COAL, 
NOVEMBE] 1 A PPBOAOHINI 1 . 
[London Correspondence of the New York Herald.] 

There can be no doubt that many 
people in this country look forward to 
the approaching winter with tin,' very 
gravest apprehensions. People in 
America can have some idea, but pro- 
bably not an adequate one, of tho de- 
rangement which has been produced 
here by the disputes in tho various 
trades. First, the building operations 
of this city have been standing idle for 
weeks at the moment when tine weather 
and long days offered the finest fncitilies 
for building. In the countries the 
agricultural laborer has made up his 
mind that ho shall no longer lie satisli- 
ed with wages that barely pay him as 
much as can keep body and soul togeth- 
er, and the fields have been lying idle 
at the moment when agricultural opera- 
tions should be in their fullest, swing. 

Sido by side with this state of things, 
we have another evil of terrible magni- 
tude — namely the failure of the potato 
crop. That this failure is wide spread, 
not only in England, but also in Ire- 
land anil Scotland, there can no long- 
er bo the slightest doubt. On the 10th 
of this month I find it stated that in 
several parts of Caithness tho disease 
has made its appearance to such an ex- 
tent as to excite fearsfor thewholo crop. 
"Entire fields are already affected." 
On the same day another letter states 
that the disease lias appeared in many 
pails of Nottinghamshire, especiallvin 
the north. "The potato crop," it is 
said, "gave much hope of being one 
of the best known, but within the last 
fortnight the potato herbage has shown 
proof of disease, which, upon examina- 
tion, hits been continued. A great 
many potatoes are affected, and the 
malady seems daily growing worse. 
Tho holders of large plots are much 
concerned." 

On the 20th, Mr. J. Algernon Clarke, 
the editor of a leading agricultural 
weekly, wrote: "We are threatened with 
an obliteration of the potato crop — at 
any rate, as far as this year is concern- 
ed. Yesterday I carefully examined a 
number of fields in the potato-growing 
district around Long Sutton, in Lin- 
colnshire, and found that already three- 
fourths of the tubers (by weight, are 
diseased, while the mischief is still in 
active progress. Tho testimony of 
many growers in the neighborhood is 
that scarcely any sound potatoes can be 
discovered throughout whole fields, and 
the general anxiety is to know, not 
what may be the probable amount of 
"ware" for the market, but whether 
enough produce will be forthcoming 
as "seed" for next year. [ have not 
the slightest doubt thai the same con- 
dition of the crop prevails over the en- 
tire tract of potato country between 
Boston and Wisbeaeh, and' that the 
yield, if anything at all, can bo little 
more than a return of the seed planted. 
The consternation among the farmors, 
who pay high rents and apply to their 
land very largo quantities, of artificial 
manure, may bo imagined, seeing that 
tho loss can scarcely be under £15 or 
perhaps X'ld per acre. Disease appears 
to have smitten the crop in all parts of 
the kingdom ; and it is desirable that 
accurate reports as to the present state 
of the tuber should be forthcoming 
from Firo, Forar, Perth, Ross, Lanark. 
Cumberland, Lancashire, Cheshire, 
Yorkshire, rodoolnshire, ( 'ninbrjdoe- 
shiro, Essex, Staffordshire, Kent , Somer- 
set and Devonshire Counties, growing 
tho largest acreage in Great Britain, 
and also from all the provinces of Ire- 
land. For if tho salable produce of 
tho oiitiro potato crop of tho British 
Isles is all but destroyed, the loss means 
something like 1,940,000 acres (besides 
gardens), at say four and a half tons 
per nere, amounting to 7,335,000 tons, 
which, at X") per ton, comes to X'J!),- 
340,000, or the value of say 10,000^000 
quarters of wheat." 

Again, wo are threatened with a rise 
in bread; for tho bakers are expected 
in a fow daye to go out on a strike 



What a state London will be in when 
all tho baker's shoqs are closed— Lon- 
don, where scarcely a shopkeeper 
knows how to make her own bread. 
Dear bread, dear potatoes, dear meat, 
dear coal! — those are the prospects for the 
wintOl' that one can already smell from afar 
off. Tho ott'eeta of this 'state of things 
may be very, very serious indeed. The 
"Spectator' devotes an articlo this week 
to the threatened strike of the bakers, 
which is very suggestive. The Spectator 
thinks that tho coming strike of tho ba- 
kers' men may prove a sarious affair. It 
can nardly believe that a city liko London 
can bo left for even one week without 
bread, but it is quite possible that it may- 
be left for forty-eight hours, and quite 
certain that if it is there will be vory ex- 
tmsive rioting. The threat held out by 
the bakers will force the public to con- 
sider a vory serious question, which has 
never, that it knows of, been practically 
raised, and that is, tho duty of tho com- 
munity when threatened by a strike which 
affoets its very existence. Is it to endure 
averything on the plea that tho strikers 
have a right to do as they like? Sup- 
pose, to take crucial instances, all mer- 
chant tailors struck at once for impossible 
terms, so that Great Britain was virtually 
in blockade, or that all policemen struck 
for £1 a day, or that these journeyman 
bakers really could execute tho threats 
some of their rasher spokesmen are sense- 
less enough to utter, and starve London 
for a week, actually leave it without food 
— should we be compelled by a senso of 
jiistico or fair play or compassion to look 
on passivoly whilo the ruin was being ac- 
complished, 'j'he -'Spectator" knows, of 
course, that the public would not look on 
passively, and that it would use force un- 
hesitatingly and very much too soon; but 
ii is talking of the abstract right or wrong 
of such a courso of conduct. We cannot 
see that the community being in peril, it 
would be at all wrong to oniploy force. 
If we could not got recruits to defend the 
country by voluntary enlistment, we 
should pass a conscription law, and it is 
just as right to "levy" tailors, policemen 
or bakers, as to levy soldiers. Tho right 
of tho State to exist is higher than tho 
right of the individual to be free, and all 
it would bo bound to do would be to make 
its new "service" as little oppressive as 
the circumstances would admit. 



How to Servo a "Sliyster." 

Lord Norbury had frequently ob- 
served a Low prisoners' attorney tout- 
ing in the dock for business among 
tho prisoner :, and was determined to 
punish him. So, on one occasion as 
the attorney was climbing ove • the 
rails of tho doc!: after conferring with 
the prisoners, his Lordship called out 
to the jailor: 

"Jailor, put that man back, ono of 
your prisoners is escaping! " 

Wheroupo i tho jailor thrust the 
lawyer back into tho dock, but having 
worked his way to the front of tho 
dock, he addressed the Judge, when 
the following conversation took place 
between them: 

Attorney— My Lord, there is a mis- 
take; I am an attorney. 

Lord Norbury I am very sorry, sir, 
indeed, to sec a gentleman of your 
respectable position in tho dock as a 
prisoner. 

Attorney— But, my Lord, I have 

committed no crime. 

Lord Norbury— Oh, sir, I have 
nothing to say to that; that must be de- 
cided by a jury of your countrymen. 

Attorney But, my Lord, there is no 
charge— no indictment against me. 

Lord Norbury --Then, sir. you will be 
discharged by public proclamation at 
tho end of the assizes. (To the jailor:) 
Jailor, put back the prisoner. 

Whereupon the officer thrust back 
the limb of the law, .and kept him 
until the rising of thr Court, when his 
Lordship sent to the jailor a message 
ins .ructing him to let him out. 

The Value of Forest Trees.— A keen 
ax-, in a stout woodman's hand, will des- 
troy in an hour what it has taken a cen- 
tury to produce, and what a century can- 
not replace. A few cords of wood repre- 
sent n snug sum. but what are the dollars 
in comparison with a perpetual fountain V 
A fow acres added to a farm are dearly 
purchased, by cursing the land for gener- 
ations with drought and barrenness. It 
is gratifying to find that the good common 
sense of our people has led them, to some 
extent, to see the evil that is done and to 
repair the injury. In Ohio, in one or two 
of the New England States, and especial- 
ly in tho young vigorous States of the 
Northwest, largo plantations are begin- 
ning to grow up, which, the re is reason 
to hope, will soon add to our supply of 
wood, and prevent the distressing drought 
of our summers. The history of the Isth- 
mus of Sue/, has taught us recently a 
lesson in this respect. A few years ago 
the whole region, through which M do 
Lesseps' famous canal now passes hun- 
dreds of richly-laden vessels, was a sterilo 
desert —tho rainfalls amounting often to 
less than an inch during the year. There 
were no trees to be seen far and near. 
When tho onogertic Frenchman began his 
i;reaf work he at once directed thousands 
of trees to be planted in proper localities; 
they grow up thanks to careful irrigation, 
and now the astonished eye of tho travel- 
ler beholds blooming prairies and stately 
tore. if;, where once all was waste and wild 
desert. But a still greater change has 
come over the climate; rain fails now fre- 
quently and abundantly, the soil produces 
richly; and if that man is to be counted 
as a benefaotor who can make a blade of 
grass to grow were none could bo raised 
before, true, glory belongs to him who 
has thus created, as it were, a fertile land, 
capable of maintaing thousands of indus- 
trious and happy citizens.
